Tests by Univ ersity Pro v e 
Safety Facto r Can 
Be Increased . 


BERKELEY, 
CALIF. — Ap p lied 
psy cho lo gy 
may y et so lv e the p ro b­ 
lem o f chro nic au to mo bile traffic 
v io lato rs, as has been d emo nstrat­ 
ed by tests mad e here fo r the p ast 
two y ears. 
The p sy cho lo gical d riv ing test has 
been p erfected by Dr. C. E. Bro wn, 
head o f the d ep artment o f p sy cho l­ 
o gy at the Univ ersity o f Califo rnia, 
wo rking in co nju nctio n with E. D. 
Fletcher o f the state d ep artment o f 
mo to r v ehicles. 
The tests were carried o u t in the 
usual research manner o f co mp ar­ 
ing the resu lts attained with o ne 
gro up o f d riv ers which had taken 
the tests and ano ther gro u p which 
had no t. 
The resu lts as o btained fro m a 
gro up o f 97 o f the state’s wo rst traf­ 
fic v io lato rs sho wed a d ro p o f 63 
per 
cent in majo r and 40.6 p er cent in 
mino r v io latio ns fo r the gro u p as 
• who le. 
Pro v ed Two Way s. 
A similar select gro u p o f chro nic 
•nd dangero us v io lato rs remained 
untested. 
These co ntinu ed to sho w 
an increase in their v io latio ns. 
Fo r the two y ears in which the 
tested gro u p sho wed a stead y d e­ 
crease in the nu mber o f v io latio ns 
they co mmitted , the u ntested gro u p 
had 557 co nv ictio ns fo r traffic v io la­ 
tio ns as against o nly 164 co nv ictio ns 
fo r the tested d riv ers. 
In ad d itio n to these tests o n chro n­ 
ically bad d riv ers, similar tests also 
w’ere mad e o n a gro u p o f tru ck d riv ­ 
ers o f a large co rp o ratio n which lent 
its men fo r the ex p eriment. 
Variatio ns in their d riv ing ef­ 
ficiency were measu red in terms o f 
accident freq u ency befo re and after 
testing. 
Fo llo wing the ad ministratio n o f 
the sp ecial tests, the reco rd s o f the 
tested d riv ers imp ro v ed ev en mo re. 
Rapid Impro v ement Sho wn. 
A gro up o f u ntested go o d d riv ers 
fro m the same co mp any , u sed as a 
co ntro l gro up, ex p erienced mo re ac­ 
cidents after the testing d ate; al­ 
tho ugh all o f the d riv ers, bo th test­ 
ed and u ntested , were co nsid ered 
safe, cau tio u s and cap able. 
The co nclu sio ns fro m the two 
y ears' o f ex p eriments are that the 
tests mad e better d riv ers o u t o f 
go o d o nes and materially imp ro v ed 
bo th the techniq u e and the cau tio n 
o f the p o o r d riv ers 
An ex tensio n o f the test also was 
made o n d riv ers who p o ssess talents 
•nd o thers who were rated as ju st 
o rdinary o r p o o r. 
One hu nd red and fo rty -fo u r o f 
these were tested and co mp ared 
with a similar gro u p o f u ntested 
driv ers. 
During the two y ears o f the test, 
the tested d riv ers had 8 5 .5 p er cent 
fewer accid ents than the u ntested 
gro up. 


Hill Families Lo sing 
Gro u nd in Califo rnia 
STANFORD 
U N I V E R S I T Y , 
CALIF.—Califo rnia’s hill p o p u latio n 
is rapidly d eclining, acco rd ing to 
Jan O. M. Bro ek, assistant p ro fes­ 
so r o f geo grap hy at the Univ ersity 
o f Califo rnia. 
"The passing o f the o ld hill fam­ 
ily and many o f its d escend ants,” 
he said, "is d u e to the d ecline in 
lumbering and range o p eratio ns, d e­ 
cline in the birth rate, the co mp e­ 
titio n o f v alley and ru ral co mmu ­ 
nities. 
"These co mbined with the 
fact 
that Califo rnia has a lo w birthrate 
as co mpared with the co u ntry as 
a who le, hav e bro u ght abo u t the 
pheno meno n o f lo wer p o p u latio n in 
the uplands, while p o p u latio n in the 
lo wlands is increasing.” 
As a resu lt o f this situ atio n, he 
declared, a high nu mber o f scho o ls 
in the hill co u ntry hav e been clo sed , 
no t because o f the establishing o f 
co nso lidated scho o ls fo r sev eral fo r­ 
merly ind ep end ent d istricts, bu t be­ 
cause the nu mber o f child ren has 
so decreased that ev en the req u ired 
minimum o f fiv e fo r each d istrict 
canno t be maintained . 
"The situ atio n has 
beco me so 
marked,” he said , 
“ that certain 
co unties in the hill d istricts are 
o bliged to d ep end o n migratio n to 
maintain their p resent p o p u latio n.”

AKLAVIK, NORTH WEST T E R ­ 
RITORY.—F a r up beyond the Arctic 
circle, on the barren shores of the 
Arctic sea, stands the most norther­ 
ly cathedral in the British em pire, 
recently dedicated by the Most Rev­ 
erend D. T. Owen, prim ate of all 
Canada. 
Situated at the mouth of the vast 
Mackenzie river, waterway to the 
north, the little cathedral is in some 
ways reminiscent of the davs when 
such towering 
piles 
as 
Cologne, 
Strasbourg and other famed cathe­ 
drals were built. 
For Aklavik cathedral, perhaps no 
m onum ental 
edifice 
such 
as 
the 
cathedrals of the Old World, was in 
truth built with love by the hands 
of those who worship in it, Eskim os 
and Indians. 
With a white carpen­ 
ter supervising, all work wras done 
] by the natives, who crowd into it 
each Sunday for the three services. 
Furs Their Only Wealth. 
At 
the 
dedication 
the 
natives 
brought with them the only w’ealth 
they know—furs. 
As they trooped 
into the cathedral, clad in tribal 
regalia, the head of each native 
fam ily cam e forward and placed on 
a pile near the door a fresh muskrat 
skin as an offering. 
The pile of skins, sym bolic of the 
faith of the natives, was blessed by 
the Rt. Rev. A. L. Flem ing, Angli­ 
can bishop of the Arctic. 
Two na­ 
tives, Fred Lester, an Eskimo, and 
Jixn Edwards, an Indian, also par­ 
ticipated in the services. 
Both are 
studying for the ministry and are 
lay readers. 
Services at the cathedral are held 
in 
three 
languages—English, 
the 
Tukudh tongue of the Loucheau In­ 
dians and Eskimo. 
Each Sunday 
for miles around the flat, barren 
! country surrounding the cathedral 
is heard the som ber tolling of the 
quarter-ton bell in the tower. 
A 
strange sound to be heard in the 
silent northland, it brings the Sab­ 
bath and the passing of tim e to a 
land that only a short time ago knew 
| neither God nor the m eaning of 
the word time. 
To the Eskim os and the Indians 
it is something new. 
To the furred 
Royal Canadian Mounted police on 
duty in the post, to the white doc­ 
tors, trappers, traders, and other 
em issaries of em pire it brings a 
touch of 
home, 
perhaps a 
little 
French-C anadian village or a sm all 
town on the vast prairies. 
Or to 
some, perhaps, the sound of a sim ­ 
ilar church bell tolling in a little 
far-away English country village. 
Native Children in Choir. 
The cathedral choir is faithful in 
service, attending practices as well 
as the thrice repeated Sunday serv­ 
ices. 
Composed entirely of native 
children, it is directed by a few 
white teachers. 
Hanging inside is a large painting 
delivered at the dedication services 
by Miss Violet Teague of Melbourne, 
Australia. 
It depicts in term s of 
the savage northland the birth of 
the Christ-child and the presenta­ 
tion of gifts by the Three Wise Men. 
Bundled in furs, the Mother and 
Child are shown receiving the gifts 
of pelts from the wise men, the 
“ Epiphany of the Snows.’’ 
Two 
reindeer stand in the background, 
while a “ M ountie” watches, hold­ 
ing a pair of Eskim o dogs in leash. 
Kipling wrote 45 years ago that 
“ T here’s never a law of God nor 
m an runs north of ‘53.’ ” 
Aklavik 
cathedral has changed this. 
The 
scarlet clad mounted police have 
long since brought the law of the 
British em pire to Aklavik. 
Now the 
law of God is there.
